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THE PAPER DUTY REPEAL BILL, 


As will be seen by our Parliamentary summary of

training to quick and prompt obedience at sea, at-

In a judge we na- 
turally look for the highest qualities which adorn the 
man, as well as the legal acumen which befits the 
lawyer. ' It is something, however, in thesedays, not 
to be disappointed, and to find that the wisdom, pru- 
dence, and knowledge exhibited by Judge Haves, in 
every decision he has given, reflect honour upon the 
Cabinet by which he was appointed. i 


Tun grey old Cathedral of Saint Patrick's is destined 
to appear in renovated beauty. Much has been dune 
for its restoration, but the attempts made have been 
isolated and restricted. The Deans have expended 
much, if not all, of their annual stipends upon the 
great old Church, probably the oldest, as it stands, 
in which Divine Service is performed. The great 
west window was restored by the lamented Dean 
Dawson, whose tomb every evening catches the last 
rays of the setting sun. The Lady Chapel has been 
restored by Dean Dawson, with the aid of a limited 
subscription. Still, the repairs which have been 
carried out only prove the vast extent of dilapidation, 
as we feel the greatness of every loss most when we 
attempt to supply it. The liberality of a single 
citizen—of a name bonoured in the commercial an- 
nals of Dublin—wil] restore much which needs re- 
storation. The princely bencfaction of Mr. Benjamin 
Guinness, amounting to eighteen thousand pounds, 
is in iteelf a rare thing for a journalist to record. 
Sach a gift would be only tarnished by a panegyric. 
Hereafter, when crowded congregations listen with 
awe to the solema sounds of sacred melody, and feel 
what they hear, as the music rolls through the 
aisles, they will remember who it was who wrote 
“ Resarga” om the crumbling walls and sinking 
arches. 
The Atheneum, a London journal rather remark. 
able for its severe criticiem on all Irish literary 
productions, and which oceasionally diversifies its 
bitterness with a supercilious patronage, reads the 
Dean and Chapter of Saint Patrick's, the benefactor, 
and ali conéerned, a very disinterested lecture. We 
cannot do things in Ireland with anything bordering 
on “ high art,” it appears.
